WASHINGTON, Tf AN. 12.- -As soon as 


he court was called to order Davidge 
,ook a position in front of the jury 
and opened the argument with a de- 
sluimer of any intention to make a 
pt speech, but expressed a simple 
lesire to render the jni'y what aid he 
2onld in their present solemn duty 
The time had now arrived in this trial 
when the jury wore to become the 
actors. Whatever disorder or levity 
night have characterized the trial, 
here was lint one sentiment in ro- 
pcct of the condition of the jury. 
All commended their dignified de- 
lortment and close and patient atton 
ion to the evidence, and he could not 
loubt that as they had received the 
ommondation of all in thp past they 
vould continue to deserve it in the 
uture by their decision of the qnos- 
ion before them.

were built by u syndicate of English 
capitalists, who have expended over 
a million and a half of dollars im 
proving the property. The change 
m ownership put a syndicate of Amer- 
ican capitalists in control, the lead- 
ing members of which are N. Baxter, 
A. M. Shock and Cherry, O'Connoi 
&. Co., of Nashville; John Ininan, of 
Now York, and the leading officials 
of the Louisville and Nashville rail 
road. 
Besides the throe furnaces 


already bnilt, another will be con 
structed, increasing the capacity of 
Mie combination to over OUP hundred 
rhrusand tons annually. 


Another great consolidation of iron

The recent lease of the I., D. & S 


railroad by the I, B. & W. was evi- 
dently a part of a plan of the latter 
road to secure a western outlet to St. 
Louis and other points. 
An Indian- 


apolis dispatch dated Wednesday. 
Jan. llth, says: 
"The Indiana, 


Bloomiugton and Western officials 
have becidod to begin at once the 
construction of the extension of the 
Indianapolis, Decatur & Springfield 
road, which they 
have- recently 


bought to St. Louis, and a force of 
engineers will start to locate the 
lines. Several routes will bo survey- 
before a choice is made but the line 
most favorable looked upon starts 
from a point twelve miles east of De- 
catnr on the I., D. & S. It is assert- 
ed that the construction of this St. 
Louis continuation is absolutely nec- 
essary in order to insure a paying 
business over and above the lease 
price of the I., D. & S., and that with- 
out it the I., B, & W. company would 
fall $50,000 short of meeting the ob 
ligations incurred by the lease, At 
any rate the St. Louis outlet will be 
built at the earliest possible mo- 
ment." 
The reason why the route 


begins twelve miles east of this city, 
and runs south of the river is because 
they feared difficulty in getting the 
right of way through the city, and 
that the bridging and filling in the 
Sangamon bottoms will be avoided. 
The movement indicated by the dis- 
patch shows that the early coinplo 
tiou of the road to St. Louis may be 
expected.

Thu fact that small pox is reported 


to the state board of health as exist 
ing in over seventy points in the 
state, is warrant for the active steps 
that are being taken to crush out the 
plague. At no point is there any 
immediate danger of its becoming 
wide spread,but this is largely owing 
to the precautionary measures taken. 


The state board hap just issued an 


official order for the prevention of 
the disease, which is being sent 
through the state. The iirbt thing 
insisted on is thorough vaccination 
and revaccination, then vigilance to 
prevent the introduction of the dis- 
ease from abroad, and finally the 
complete isolation of all small-pox 
patients. Attention is also called to 
the fact that the authorities have all 
needed power, under the law, for the 
protection of communities, by inforc- 
ing isolation, destroying infected 
material, etc. It is perfectly compe- 
tent for local boards of health to pay 
for the vaccinnatian of indigent per 
sons; and make such other expend- 
itures, as in the exercise of a sound 
discrehor , may seem prudent and 
necessary either to effect a cure or to 
prevent the spread of any epidemic 
contagious or infectious disease. 


Local boards and authorities are 


strongly advisbd against the policy 
of concealment. Small-pox cannot 
be suppressed by denying its exis- 
tence. Official reticence in this is 
not only useless to protect commer- 
cial interests and reputation, but is 
in the highest degree mischievous, 
in that it begets confidence,^ which 
may lead the unwary into such dan- 
ger as an honest announcement of 
the facts would have warned them to 
avoid. 
Prompt 
publicity 
should 


be insisted on in every instance.
